So he has drawn 
so me co n clu sio n s. 
He sa ys: 
“This in dicates that all the 
bu tterfly v arieties o rigin ated in 
this regio n , spreadin g to o ther 
places. ‘Tf this is tru e o f bu tter­ 
flies it is lo gical to believ e it was 
tru e o f o ther life, in clu din g man 
an d an imals. 
"Apparen tly when the glaciers 
retreated, the bu tterflies migrat­ 
ed as n ew lan d was u n co v ered. 
An imals likewise wo u ld fo llo w 
the bu tterflies an d the glaciers. 
Man , depen din g o n an imals fo r 
fo o d, wo u ld hav e fo llo wed that 
fo o d 
wherev er it 
may 
hav e 
ro amed.” 
Ho wev er, Dr. Bro wn ’s theo ry 
co n flicts with the geo lo gical his­ 
to ry o f the Ro ckies. They are 
kn o wn as “y o u n g mo u n tain s” 
co mpared With so me in Eu ro pe.” 
“Bu t,” Dr. Bro wn adds, ‘‘it is

These v ariatio ns hav e an 
effect o n grav ity and causp the earth’s atmo s­ 
p here to “slo sh abo ut,” p ro ducing high and lo w 
p ressure areas, winds, sto rms, chilblains, heat 
p ro stratio ns, ep izo o tic and weather. By keep ing 
track o f such heav enly dizzy sp ells, Mr. Max well 
thinks he can p redict the weather two y ears In 
adv ance, the ep izo o tic fo llo wing as a m atter o f 
co urse. 
The last we heard, lo ng-range weather fo re­ 
casting was being based with great co nfidence o n 
sun-sp o ts, the high p riest o f this cult being Dr. 
Abbo tt o f the Smithso nian Institutio n. Pro fes­ 
sio nal jealo usy may beco me inv o lv ed here, but 
we suggest that, if Dr. Abbo tt and Mr. Max well 
will get to gether, they p ro bably will disco v er th at 
sun-sp o ts cause the erraticism o f lunar and 
terrestrial mo tio n o r v ice v ersa.

That is the gist o f an article in Public Safety , 
by Edward L. Yardan, describing the results o f 
a co rrectiv e sy stem ap p lied last y ear by the Reg­ 
istrar o f Mo to r Vehicles in Massachusetts to 500 
driv ers selected as p o ssessing the wo rst accident 
reco rds in the Co mmo nwealth.

One man, fo r in­ 
stance, had injured sev eral p edestrians by strik­ 
ing them with the right side o f his car. Tests
